No one else was aboard the boat 
at the time of the explosion.

Bricker, pastor of the First Christian 
church, defended their conduct in his 
sermon Sunday morning and eren 
a scorching attack on their critics.

Dr. Bricker stated it was, probably 
true that no generation of young peo- 
ple ever went so far ahead of their 
elders in daring, danger and deviltry 
as this generation seems te~be. going. 
but declared that underneath the out - 
er wildt.2ss and recklessness the boys 
and girls are sound at heart and just 
as fine and clean and trustworthy as 
any generation. ~ 

“Each generation that comes up 
throngh adolescence to manhood and 
womanhood, on this earth. is seized 
with a passion for originality,” said 
the pastor. It is moved with ap 
instinctive desire to change things. It 
wants to walk ig untrodden ways. It 
wants to do new things and different 
things. It is tempted to taste all mun- 
ner of forbidden fruits. It wants to 
break bonds and trample on conven- 
tions. Get away from restraint. Go 
out into the world and be free. 

“Much of this, of course, is foolish, 
futile and dangerous. but it is natural 
and it is one of those laws by which 
nature secures progress. The young 
people of any generation can no more 
help being radical than the elders of 
the same generation help being con- 
servative, the difference being that 
sympathy ‘and: understanding must 
come from those older. for the young 
know nothing but radicalism.

Alarms Its Elders. 

“Each generation alarms its elders,” 
continued Dr. Bricker. “Don’t you 
remember how, when you were young, 
you shocked your father and mother 
and uncles and great-aunts?

seems ominous and fearful to 
the generation that is passing. It 


has always seemed to the older gener- 
ation that the younger was headed 


straigi.t to the devil. 

“We must take care of allowing 
ourseives to be afraid of the legitimate 
signs of life. The signs of life are 
noise confusion, turbulence, unrest, 
doing, daring, ceaseless movement, and 
since n every age the most authentie 
signs ot new life come from the young, 
rising generation, we must take care 
not to be afraid of youth. To say 
the least, such fear and suspicion of 
youth on our part is not fair. 

“We were once young ourselves and 
we shiuld. remember how often and 
when we were conducting innocent ex- 
periments with life and things just to 
see how it would come out, we were 
acensed of being bad and wicked by 
those who had experimented before

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That a better, more perfect. social 
order lies in the years ahead, is the 
view of W. J. Thorn. of New York 
city; who lectured at Cable hall at 3 
o'clock Sunday efternoon on the sub- 
ject, “Millions Now Living Will Never 
Die.” Mr. Thorn also will lecture on 
the same subject at the new high 
school auditorium at Decatur this 
evening at 7:30 o'clock. 

Following is an excerpt from Mr. 

Thorn's address: 

, To many people the Bible is an 
uninteresting, dry old book because 
they think it is merely a record of 
the lives of people who died thou- 
sands of years ago, and of events and 
conditions which happened when busi- 
ness men shipped their freight by ox 
eart and dictated to stenographers 
who wrote their notes on blocks of 
stone with hammer and chisel,’ said 
Mr. Thorn. 

“If people only knew that it is 
full of news about the twentieth ¢en- 
tury they might be willing to cancel 
a visit to the ‘movies’ and read it a 
little oftener. Even a curiosity seek- 
er can find out what it says about 
the present-day methods of travel 
and transportation, the marvelous in- 
crease of knowledge on every subject, 
the disputes between labor and capi- 
tal resulting in universal unrest, the 
world far of 1914-1918, the influenza 
epidemic, the farmers of 1920, the 
revolutions in, Europe, the restoration 
of Palestine to the Jews, ete. 

Says God Has System. 

“But, to the earnest student, the 
Scriptures reveal that God has a 
plan, a system if you please, in con- 
nection with the human race. He 
had this plan all lined up before man 
ever appeared. This original program 
is plainly set forth as follows: Man 
should be a perfect being, physically, 
mentally, morally; should live forever, 
and have a perfect home on this 
globe throughout eternity. And so 
God created him upright, perfect in 
his own likeness. 

“Some are inclined to think that 
Satan threw the monkey wrench into 
the machinery and that the whole 
scheme has been a mixup ever since. 
But just because man deflected, God's 
plan has not changed. If that were 
God's plan six thousand years ago, 
it is His plan still. We know this 
is to be true because Jehovah gave 
His oath to Abraham that it wohld 
be carried out: because He reiterated

Concerning the soil best suited to 
cotton growing under boll weevil con- 
ditions, Dr. Soule says that there are 
reports coming in that some cojton 
farmets aré proposing to use their 
poorest land for growing cotton under 
the impression that it will pay under 
boll weevil conditions. He said that 
such a step would be a serious mis- 
take as cotton should not be_plant- 
ed on land which wil not under 
ordinary practice make a minimum 
yield of one-half bale per acre. ; 

Now that fighting the boll weevil 


it is more essential than ever that it 
be grown on the best types of upland 
soils and that it be fertilized liber- 
ally enough to insure the produc- 
tion of a profitable crop in spite of 
the ravages wrought by 
weevil.

Wile the sentiment of this 
country unquestionably is in favor 
of the naval curtailment agreed 
upon by the Washington confer- 
ence as a step in the direction 
of eventual disarmament, there is 
danger that our zeal for economy 


may lead us into the error of un- 

wise and ill-advised retrenchment 
“below the point of prudence if not 
of safety. 


The conference for the limita- 
tion of armaments agreed that the 
favies of the three major naval 


1 powers— the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan— should be lim- 


ited in the tonnage of capital ships 
to certain specified amounts, ac- 
cording to what is popularly 
termed the 5-5-3 plan, while no 
limits were placed upon cruisers, 
destroyers, submarines and auxil- 
fary vessels. 

These limits, which were pro- 
posed by Secretary of State 
Hughes, were placed as low as the 
conferees considered it safe to fix 
them, in view of present world 
conditions. 

To the United States was allo- 
cated the same naval tonnage as 
that allocated to Great Britain, 
and, as one commentator has 
truthfully declared, “it would be 
unwise, if not criminal, to allow 
our navy to fall below the tonnage 
allocated to us or to suffer it to 
deteriorate and become useless 
from the lack of sufficient officers 
and men to man it and keep it 
in proper repair.” 

To keep our navy up to the 
standard anticipated by the 5-5-3 
ratio plan would require a mini- 
mum of 140,000 officers and men. 
But even now there are only about 
100,000 in active service; many of 
our ships are out of commission 
and in reserve as a consequence 
of this shortage of personnel to 
man them, and many of those that 
are in commission cannot go to 
gea because of the lack of fuel, and 
are, therefore, idle and useless,

profit, wrote to Mr. Hastings; 
and I have decided to buy a home 
and bring my wife and fou? chil- 
dren here to live.” 

Mr. Adams was prominent and 
successful in his local community 
out in the far northwest, and he 
said that if he finds conditions sat- 
isfactory here many of his former 
neighbors intend to “sell out” 
where they are and join him in 
Georgia. 

This is the type of immigration 
Georgia needs—families inured to 
the soil, whose members are am- 
bitious, progressive, forward-look- 
ing mén, women, boys and girls; 
and who, having lived elsewhere, 
will be able fully to appreciate the 
advantages and the good things 
Georgia has to offer them.

OUR DOGWOOD TREES.

The magnificent beauty of the 
dogwood trees that grow and 
bloom so profusely throughout the 
hills and valleys of Georgia is such 
that to fell them for a utilitarian 
purpose, whatever fhat purpose 
may be, seems little short of dese- 
cration. 

The fiber of the dogwood may 
be of a practical value; but the 
aesthetic value of the tree is such 
that to cut it for its wood is like- 
killing a mockingbird for its flesh. 
One can easily surmise that the 
poet had the dogwood in mind 
when he said that “only God can 
make a tree.” : 
There are trees which should be 
protected for their beauty alone, 
regardless of how great may be 
the commercial value of their 
wood; and the dogwood is one 
of them. |

THE OXYGEN SHORTAGE. . 
The way I harp on the superlative 
health value of exercise, the reader 


might reasonably conclude (a) that 1 
enjoy exerting my muscles, and (b) 
that I don’t believe in drugs. Both 
conclusions would be far from cor- 
rect. I'd much rather sit around than 
indulge in any kind of muscular exer- 
tion, and when 1 am sick I eagerly 
swallow all the drugs my doctor 
prescribes for me. I'm a doctor my- 
self, but I shouldn’t care to take a 
chance self doctoring/‘The doctor Who 
attempts to diagnose or treat his own 


ailments has a fool for a patient and 


the rules of syntax and _. propriety 
prevent me from indicating what 
manner of being the layman who es- 
says such feats has undeg treatment. 

This department deals only with 
the ways of health and purports to 
teach people how to keep well. In 
providing such information or instruc- 
tion it is not the intention of this 
newspaper to furnish to readers medi- 
cal advice about the diagnosis or 
treatment of individual cases, for that 
is a matter to be intrusted to the 
personal medical attendant. In 
preaching daily exercise as a means 
of, conserving health I am appealing 
to well people. Many invalids should 
not indulge in exercises at all; some 
should exercise only under the advice 
of their physicians. Exercise is 
medicine which is good for all wel 
people and therefore I freely recom: 
mend it. 

I’m a great believer in the return 
to nature, at least a move far in 
that direction as environment and the 
law will allow. This applies in the 
questions of elothing, housing, f 
and bathing. It applies particularly 
to the question of muscular exercise, 

Travelers, explorers and scientists 
tell us that the primitive or uncivil- 
ized or semicivilized races seem ft 
be free from many of the minor and 
major maladies which we enjoy. 
Among the reasons assigned for this 
must be included greater use of the 
muscle#? by primitive man. 

There are numerous so-called fune- 
tional troubles of men ar] women of 
the sedentary class that are clearly 
due to under oxygenation and that 
may be overcome, if not too long es- 
tablished or too far advanced, by the 
simple expedient of absorbing more 
oxygen, and the only practicable way 
to accomplish this is by taking suf- 
ficient daily exercise. I used to men- 
tion the troubles I refer to, but 1 
refrain from doing so now, because 
I don’t want readers to write and 
tell me I have described their cases 
better than they can describe them 
themselves. However, it is a long and 
fascinating list, and it would cut in 
on the nostrum habit alarmingly if 
any considerable number of victims 
were to learn that the symptoms melt 
away when a little more oxygen is 
supplied to the auto intoxicated sys- 
tem. Take care, now, that you do 
not jump at a false conclusion from 
what I have just said. Don’t im- 
azine that you can get this desirable 
additional supply of oxygen into 
your system by simply practicing 
what is known as deep breathing. 
You’ve got to work for it; vou've got 
to take active geygeral exercise. That 
alone increases the vital capacity. 
Deep breathing which is involuntary 
or automatic with hard exercise is 
the only deep breathing worth think- 
ing about.

New Vork Institution to 
Broadcast Class Lectur-

New York, March 25.—(Special.) 
All the world -can attend New York 
university by “listening in” on the 
mysterious ethe: waves. Plans are 
near completion for the establishment 


of a wireless broadcasting station at 
the uniyersity from which lecture 
courses on practically all the subjects 
offered at the university will be broad- 
casted and-may be received by anyone 
who has a receiving station. 

After the, supper dishes are done 
and the last dish towel hung up, ev- 
eryone in the family nowadays makes 
a bee line for the wireless receiving 
set to hear what the wild ether waves 
are saying. Latest tunes and eve 
Broadway shows are carried from the 
crowded tenements to the loneliest 
farms. But soon the air will be filled 
with entirely different kind of voices, 
Classes in Spanish, French, Latin or 
any foreign: language, lectures on 
economics, law, mathematics, psychol- 
ogy, etc., will soon be running a com- 
petition with the other attractions 
that the air has to offer 

“Ry means of this new scheme for 
extending the scope of university 
work, many 1 who heretofore 
have ‘been unable to attend college will 
be able to do 80 without leaving 
home,” said Dr. James E. Lough, dean 
of the extramural divisions of Ne 
York university. - 

“I feel that future possibilities of 
wireless are unlimited and New York 
university is anxious to open its win- 
dows as well as its doors to anyone 
who wishes to enter.” 
According to E B. Kraft, chief en- 
gineer of the Western Electric com- 
pany, it is entirely practical to deliv-. 
er lectures by wireless. As soon as 
the government allots a wave length 
— the university the installation of 
—— will be begun. New Tork 
versity is the first to enter this 
field and I predict a hearty subscrip- 
tion to the various courses,” said Mr. 
Kraft. 

An equally 2 announce- 
ment was made by Dean Lough of the 
installation of Western Electric loud 
speakers inthe university class rooms. 
Within a few weeks lectures will ‘be 
conducted simultaneously in different 
class rooms by a professor. By means 
of a high quality transmitter and a 
vacuum tube amplifier the lecturer’s 
voice can be heard equally well 
throughout a large room and also in 
other rooms at any distance from the 
speaker. The equipment is the same 
as was used in transmitti resident 
Harding’s speecl. on Armistice day. 

“Many colleges have limited ‘their 
freshmen enrollments because of their 
inability to handle the increasing 
number of studerts,” continued Dean 
Lough. “Recently one of the colleges 
announced to its freshman class, 
which numbered six hundred, that at 
the mid-year examinations it would 
reduce the class to four hundred be- 
cause they were unable to handle 
adequately so large a number. New 


i York university did not want to adopt 


such drastic measures....So ‘we lave 
adopted this method ot taking care of 
all students.

N EUROPE GROWS 


Serious Situation Rapidly 
Arising Due to Preva- 
lence of Famine and Dis- 
ease in Russia. 


Washington, March 26.—The dan- 
ger to eastern Europe from epidem- 
ies attendant upon the prevalence 
of famine in „Russia“ ‘is rapidly be- 
coming serious,“ according to a report 
compiled by the league of nations’ 
health committee. Basing its conclu- 
sion upon information gathered from 
many reliable sources, the committee 
declared the entire frontier zone be- 
tween soviet Russia and the Ukraine 
on one hand and central Europe on 
the other is less prepared to with- 
stand the probable shock of epidemics 
than it has been for several years. 

The situation is gradually becom- 
ing ‘more grave, the committee found, 
and predicted its culmination when the 
famine reaches its crisis, probably in 
April. 

The threat of disease to eastern 
Europe was said to be due to the 
tremendous’ waves of immigration 
caused first by the flight of peasants 
from the famine-stricken areas to- 
ward districts where food production 
is possible, and, second, mass repa- 
triation of hundreds of thousands of 
Poles and others who were dislodged 
from their homes during the great re- 
treat of 1915. While exact figures 
were not available, it was estimated 
that just inside the Russian frontier 
no less than 120,000 caravans are 
concentrated, some of them having 
been on the march for four or five 
months. Through one quarantine 
station, Baranowicze. 301,287 refu- 
gees passed between March and De- 
cember, 1921. 

The greatly increased repatriation 
was said to have resulted in a break 
in the Polish sanitary cordon with 
the result that typhus has spread 
further west than ever before, even 
reaching Lithuania and east Prus- 
sia. The famine, moreover, is known 
to have spread into the most fertile 
districts of the Ukraine, to which tens 
of thousands of refugees from the 
northern provinces had fled in the 
hope of finding food and shelter. 

The Polish government, in an ef- 
fort to meet these difficulties, has 
pamed a former prime minister as 
special repatriation commissioner, 
while the city of Warsaw has appoint- 
ed an extraordinary epidemics com- 
missioner. The epidemics commis- 
sion of the league of nations is also 
co-operating to strengthen the sanitary 
cordon, and a conference is now in 
session under the call of the Polish 
government and under the auspices of 
the league in the effort to co-ordinate 
the preventive measures of all the 
states contingent on Russia. 


BANKS WILL FINANCE 
PURCHASE OF CATTLE 


Dublin, Ga., Mareh 26.— (Special.) 
Banks of this city will now assist 
worthy farmers in the purchase of 
dairy cattle.” * This Mea lias been oc- 
cupying the attention of chamber of 
commerce officials and bankers here 
for several months, but until recent- 
ly no definite plan had been accepted 
by all parties. The finance commit- 
tee of Dublin banks met with the com- 
missioners of the trade body late yes- 
terday and agreed to furnish money 
for the purchase of cows by actual 
“dirt” farmers. , 

The Dublin creamery has been hard- 
ly able to operate full time since its 
completion here several weeks ago ow- 
ing to the fact that not a sufficient 
amount of cream and milk could be 
purchased, although creamery repre- 
sentatives operated in this and adjoin- 
ing counties. With the aid now prom- 
ised, farmers who are interested in 
turning from old crop systems to new- 
er operations will be enabled to do so. 


Aged Negro Is Dead. 


Juliette, Ga., March 26.—(Spe- 
cial, ) John Blalock. one of the old- 
est and most prosperous negro farm- 
ers of this section, died Saturday 
morning at the home near here from 
pneumonia. He was more than 70 
years of age, and was one of the best 
known negroes of the county. 


Laurens Reaches Quota. 


Dublin, Ga., March wth Oly sn god 
Laurens county is “over the top” 
the Georgia Cotton Growers’ Ahan 
erative association campaign. On 
Monday of this week, the county was 
fully one hundred bales short of its 
quota; on Wednesday this had been 
reduced to five hundred bales, and 
on Thursday and Friday all pledges 
were made. 


Complete Moonshine 
Village Is Raided 
On Ogeechee Island 


Savannah, Ga., March 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A complete moonshine village 
located on an island in a canal in the 
Ogeechee river about 14 miles from 
here was raided and dismantled to- 
day by federal prohibition agents un- 
der J. W. Griffin. Three stills in 
operation were destroyed together with 
8,000 gallons of beer and 120 gallons 
of moonshine. ‘Tents, cooking uten- 
sils, groceries and other parapherna- 
lia were confiscated. 

Noah Graham, negro, who was at 
the plant when the officers arrived, 
was arrested and later released under 
$1,000 bond. A white man is under 
surveillance, and other arrests are ex- 
pected within a few days..-
